Mongolia would bo annexed to Russia 
on tho ono hand, nnd tho war would 
be suddenly changed Into n groat 
struggle between the yellow races on 
the ono side n.nd the white races on 
tho other. Russia becoming the au- 
thorized champion of tho 'utter. 


The chief advisors of his majesty 


arc said to hold that, unless by meas- 
ures of this kind tho over-sea trade to 
China ho monopolized by Russia, tnc 
opportunity will slip by forever, be- 
cause once the Panama canal has been 
completed.' the United States, as tho 
great Pacific power, will resolutely 
veto every effort to nolzc the commer- 
cial markets of China by means oi 
territorial aggrandizement.

\vherc quail are scarce. 


"The farmers of the southwestern
